@ DETROIT.—The city is crowded with dele- 
gates to the Great Commercial Convention. 
The Chicago delegation came in on a special 
car over the Michigan Central. It was the 
same car used by the prince of Wales on his 
visit to the United States. Henry Winter 
Davis, J. T. Scammon, Maj. Scammon, and 
Joseph Medill arrived from their tour of the 
Lake Superior regions and joined the Chicago 
delegation. The main objects of the conven- 
tion, as announced by Joseph Aspinwall, who 
called it to order, are to consider the question 
of reciprocal trade-with the British provinces 
and the opening up of every channel of com- 
munication with the ocean.

Whooping cough vaccine is worth trying 
when it can be used just before or during 
the inenbation period of the disease. By 
all means keep your child away from chil- 
dren with the disease. Go one step fur- 
ther and do not let your child go near 
any person who has any sort of cough. 
Make this your policy for tne next three 
months. The epidemic should be over by 
then.

In order to even the score with the 
British, the Chinese people are called 
to take the following measures: Cease 
working for British companies, fac- 
tories, or families; refuse to accept 
British money or remit money through 
British banks; boycott British goods 
and refuse to insure their lives, mer- 
chandise, or houses with British insur- 
ance companies; refuse to ship Chinese 
goods on British ships; refuse to serve 
as sailors or coolies on British ships; 
refuse to travel on British boats, use 
British motor cars, or ride in British 
street cars; refuse to study in British 
missionary schools; refuse to serve 
British lawyers, doctors, or engineers, 
and refuse to sell Chinese commodities 
to the British. 


Canton Situation Worse. 

The issuance of this proclamation is 
creating the impression that the Chi- 
nese have made a settlement with 
Japan and henceforth will concentrate 
entirely on the British. 

Reports from Hongkong state that 
all boats have been discontinued be- 
tween Hongkong and Canton, and the 
general situation is growing worse. 
The food situation in Canton, due to 
the stoppage Sf shipping, is becoming 
serious, with a rapid rise in prices. 


Peking Diplomats Differ.

PEKING, July 10.—The diplomatic 
breach here ‘became definite today 
when the French minister resigned 
from the committee working on the 
Shanghai clash.

Persists in His Story. 


Costello persisted in his story late 
last night. He told the police the Mul- 
holland he referred to was well known 
in a poolroom in Garfield boulevard 
near Wentworth avenue. He was 
taken to the poolroom in a party head-, 
ed by First Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney George E. Gorman. The owner 
said he had lived in the community for 
twenty years and knew no Mulholland. 
Later the group visited the morgue 
where the girl's body lies and the 
house where it was found. Question- 
ing of Costello was to continue at the 
Englewood police station. 

And still later last night, on that 
cot in the county hospital, Mrs. White, 
knowing now that ber daughter had 
been killed, summed it up when she 
sald:

“ America’s Greatest Garden, the 
Arnold Arboretum.” By Z. F. Wilson. 
(Stratford company.) 


The title of Prof. Wilson's book is 
enough to lure any one. The lured 
person finds the story of the really 
wonderful Arnold Arborteum in Ja- 
inaica Plain, a branch of Harvard 
university and a spot which lives up 
‘to Dr. Wilson's caption of it. The 

“ Arboretum” is so much a part of 
Boston life that many Bostonians don't 
even urge their guests to vielt it, so 
many visitors mise it. 


Another whole group of moderns 
never really see it because the au- 
thorities do not allow motors on the 
Grives, and the general public now. 
adays has a motto, 
my car,” and snubs any place that 
can't be seén from the tonneau of a 
family chariot, 

Those who walk the few blocks see 
the most wonderful collection of trees 
and shrubs in the world, and can find, 
if they take the trouble to look, speci- 
mens of every bit of arboreal life 
which will possibly grow in the climate 
of Boston. It is an odd thing—and all 
of these facts are delightfully set 
down by Dr. Wilson—that no plants 
of the southern hemisphere, even 
those of southern Chile and the high 
Andes or the higher mountains of 
New Zealand have been hardy in the 
Arboretum. 

Dr. Wilson tells first what the Arbo- 
retum is, then, in a thorough but not 
boring way, tells what the panorama 
of beauty is that blooms or leaves 
in the garden. A final chapter tells 
what the Arboretum does. There are 
very beautiful photographs of the 
garden in all seasons, which make you 
want to pack your little carpet bag and 
hop on a train for Boston instanter. 

Dr. Wilson says that the most impor- 
tant part of the work of the-Arbore- 
tum has ‘been done by Dr. Charles 
Sprague Sargent, who began it. fifty 
years ago. A reproduction of a™por- 
trait by John Singer Sargent, Dr.“Sar- 
gent’s brother, is the frontispiece of 
this book which is, so the author says, 
the first popular volume on this fas- 
cinating spot.

Canned Salmon Recißes. 


All canned fish is more wholesome, 
and undoubtedly safer, if well heated 
before it is eaten, even when it is to be 
used for the so-called salads, when it 
may be heated in the can and cooled. 
There may be circumstances in sum- 
mer even more imperative than those 
in winter, which make it necessary to 
use canned foods, but these are best 
when so prepared that they come near- 
est to seeming like fresh, because used 
as fresh foods are. 

\ -o- 

For a salmon hash, take fish from 
can, pick over carefully and shred, 
then mix it with an equal measure of 
mashed potato, add a little salt and 
pepper and enough cream or rich milk 
to make the whole of a creamy con- 
sistency. Bake in a thin cake and serve 
in squares. Fine crumbs and bits of 
butter may be put over the top, but 
are not essential, although generally 
used when a small measure of fine 
crumbs are used with the fish and 
potato, as they may be. To make it 


nicely molded spoonfuls with mashed 
potato.

Canned Salmon Soup.—One table- 
spoon butter, one-half can of salmon 


of the size holding a standard cup, 
one tablespoon of flour, one cup of 
milk, seasonings. Just melt the but- 
ter, stir in flour till the blend is as 
smooth as velvet, add the cup of cold 
milk, stir over fire until it is thick- 
ened and let it stand over the least bit 
of fire while the salmon is being picked 
over, or until it gets about twenty min- 
utes of gentle cooking. Shred the sal- 
mon and add it to the thickened milk 
and cook gently for ten minutes. Salt 
to taste. If preferred the salmon may 
be gently heated up in a little butter 
Before added to what is a thin white 
sauce. It is a little richer made that 
way. 

To vary this soup sauté a little onion 
in the butter before adding the flour. 
A little nutmeg may be used for sea- 
soning. This will be a little less deli- 
cate than the soup made the other way 
but slightly more substantial seem-
